Allowing staff to offer 
more efficient sen ices to stu- 
dents during registration and 
providing instructors with 
greater flexibility in the class- 
room, the system is config- 
ured so that it can be upgraded 
as technology develops. 

"Since every laptop at the 
college will be equipped with 
wireless capability; computer 
access will be available with- 
out the worry of cables and 
connection sites," said Jimmy 
Osmore, Instructional Support 
Specialist at the school. 

Shelton State's wireless 
network is a result of the col- 
laboration between the school 



and Phifer Wire, the world's 
largest producer of aluminum 
and fiberglass screen products.

Langston has been execu- 
tive director of the Fire 
College since 1 988. 

Langston began his fit 
sen ice career with the City of 
Mobile Hre Department in 
1%4. He served 21 Years with 
the department, retiring at the 
rank of captain in 1985. 

During these years he 
served as a lobbvist for the 
Professional Fire Fighters 
Association; chairman and 
member of the Advisory 
Board. Alabama State Fire 
( "ollege. 

In 1985, he accepted the 
post as executive director of 
the Alabama Fire Fighter's 
Personnel Standards and 
Education Commission. 

As chief executive officer, 
it was his responsibility to 
oversee all testing and certifi- 
cation of fire service personnel 
for the state. 

Langston served the com- 
mission until 1988 when, with 
the merger of the Alabama 
Fire College and the Personnel 
Standards Commission, he 
accepted the position of exec- 
utive director of the Alabama 
Ftre College and Personnel 
Standards 
Commission/Shelton State 
Community College. 

It is here that he provides 
leadership and direction for 
the formal training and certifi- 
cation for paid lire fighters in 




the suite, [.angston oversaw 
the merger of the Alabama 
Fire College and Shelton State 
Communis College in 1981. 

He has successfully 
increased the college's operat- 
ing budget from $600,000 in 
1988 to neariv $6 million in 
2001. 

Under his guidance and 
leadership, the Fire College 
acquired the Fmergencv 
Medical Sen ices Program 
from the Universitv of 
Alabama in 1994. 

The KMS division of the 
college is the largest training 
pro\ ider in the state and pro- 
duces more than 220,000 
instructional hours per year at 
all levels. 

He was directly responsi- 
ble for funding acquisition and 

construction of the $10 mil- 
lion fire college campus. 

Through his dedication, 
expertise, and guidance, the 
college has experienced 
cxtraordinan growth. 

On March II, 2003, the 
House and Senate of the 
Alabama Legislature passed a 
joint resolution commending 
langston for his outstanding 
contri buttons to the Alabama 
Slate Fire College and desig- 
nating the campus in his name. 

Headquartered in 

Tuscaloosa, adjacent to 
Shelton State's campas, the 
college annually trains in 
excess of 22,000 students in 
areas that span the entire spec- 
trum of emergency response, 
including hazanious materials, 
anti-terrorism, as well as tradi- 
tional firefighung. 

The campus serves as a 
state-of-the-art training facility 
and is continuously evolving 
and adding training simulators 
to enhance the educational 
opportunities for its student 
bodv. 

it is one of the premier fire 
training academies in the 
United Stales. Encompassing 



more than 40 acres, the cam- 
pus currently consists of the 
main administration building, 
FMS building, drill tower, and 
training simulators that 
include a bum building, arson 
building, forcible entry venti- 
lation building, concrete 
trench, hazardous materials 
rail yard, and structural col- 
lapse simulators. 

A program of fire depart- 
ment training in Alabama has 
been in existence since 1935 
under the administration of the 
Trade and Industrial 
Education Department It was 
not until 1955. however, that 
Act No. 373. Regular Session, 
by the Alabama Legislature, 
created the State Fire College. 

It took another eight \ ears 
before the Alabama 
Legislature appropriated suffi- 
cient funds to build and equip 
a fire-training center. 

In January. 1 965, an agree- 
ment drawn and reached 
between the State Department 
of Education, the City of 
Tuscaloosa, and the Board of 
Trustees of the Universitv of 
Alabama allocated space for 
the training site on its 
Northington Campus property 
where University Mall, Home 
Depot and Target are now 
l(x«ued.

In 1975, the Alabama 
Legislature passed the 
Alabama Fire Fighters 
Personnel Standards and 
Education Act, which required 
formal certification training 
for every fire fighter within the 
first twelve months after join- 
ing a paid fire department. 

The office of this standards 
agency was original I y estab- 
lished in Montgomery. 

The State Board of 
Education placed the Alabama 
State Fire College with 
Shelton State Community 
College in April 1981. 



Through Act 88-663, the 
Alabama legislature merged 
the Alabama Fire Fighters 
Personnel Standards and 
Education Commission and 
the Alabama State Fire 
College, which was housed in 
Montgomery, and moved its 
operation to Tuscaloosa in 
Ma> 1988. 

The original Alabama Fire 
Collets: facilitv consisted of 
the Fire College building and 
the drill field training center. 

The Fire College facilitv 
contained a 200-seat auditori- 
um, a classroom, a bay for fire 
apparatus, a conference room, 
and office space for the staff. 

In March 1998 the 
Alabama Fire College and 
Personnel Standards 

Commission moved to their 
current facilities adjacent to 
the campus of Shelton State 
Community College. 

These facilities consist of 
three separate main buildings: 
the administrative offices, drill 
tower, and smoke building. 

Because o( rapid growth, a 
separate building was built to 
house the Emergency Medical 
Services Division in March 
2001. 

This facilitv. located on the 
campus of the Alabama Fire 
College, consists of class- 
rooms, office space and a lab- 
oratory for students to com- 
plete their practical examina- 
tions. 

As the dedication ceremo- 
ny concluded langston said, 
"I am humbled... I am hon- 
ored... over what is happen- 
ing, but I did not do this alone. 
It took everybody and the 
things we did and the fights 
we fought to get us here 
today." 

He continued. "I thank 
everyone who has been 
involved because the honor is 
yours also. If it weren't for 
your effort we wouldn't be 
here todav"
